Employes of Lima Locomotive & Ma* 


chine Company Quit Work. 


Machinists Are Out and Other Departments; 


May Quit in Sympathy—Demands of the 


Men and the Company's Position. 


A strike that may develop serious 


proportions was precipitated at the 
new works of the Lima Locomotive 
am! Machine Co.. this morning. When 
the employes of the machinists' de- 
partment laid aside their hammers and 
<.'a!sp«-s, and quit their machines, and 
walked out to await the action of the 
•officials. 
Th<? machinists were first 


to inaugurate 
the strike. Between 


thirty and forty men left tbeir benches 
machines, and the floor and at 3 


o'clock this afternoon, were in session 
in their hall on west High street, con- 
sidering the position taken by the of- 
ficials representing the company. 


The chief and practically the only 


grievance upon which the employes 
now contend for their demands, is that 
pertaining to piece work. The men 
demand au abolition of the piece work 
system and the company, contending

its patrons for the work turned out,, 
it must retain the right to determine 
in what manner and by what system 
the work" shall be executed. On the 
refusal of the company to compiy with 
the demands of the mechanics in re- 
gard to the piece work system this 
morning, the strike was inaugurated 
by .the machinists, and at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon, a committee of about 
seven men of this department waited 
upon general manager A. L. White, in 
his private office at the works. 
The 


latter out.Jinec the company's posi- 
tion in the matter, and the members 
of the committee reported to their 
fellow strikers at the union hall. The 
outcome of this conference remains to 
develop later, and in the event that 
the men are not satisfied to accept 
the terms designated by the company 
for an adjustment of the grievances, 
the strike may extend to every depart- 
ment of the works, which would in- 
clude between 200 and 300 men. who 
are affiliated with the labor organiza- 
tions represented in the shops.
